The question of rugs Is always wltn
the housekeeper. The low-pric- ones
do not wear well, as a rule, and those
that are durable are so high-price- d, also
as a rule. No wonder, then, that the
old fashioned rag rugs are revived.
They are made in mo6t artistic combina-
tions of color by the craftsman, and may
be woven to suit any room. Rugs made
of old ingrain carpets are very satisfac-
tory; the carpet is cut into long strips,
about an Inch wide, the longer the bet-
ter. The weaver sews these together,
as the joining- must be very neatly made,
and a good weaver should be selected,
as much depends upon the warp, which
must be heavy to hold well. A red warp
is good for nearly all of these rugs and
they are practically Indestructible.

The ordinary rag rug may be made of
all sorts of bits sewed together. First
cut the rags, which should be clean, into
stripe an inch wide; never mind about
the length; sew these together by lap-
ping, not in the usual seam, with strong
thread. Either the "hit And mis,'
where no attention is paid 16 the com-inatio- ns

of color, may be used,orsom
sort of order carried out in the joining.
The sewing in of a strlpof blnck atmore
or less regular intervals gives the zig-
zag- result that id sometimes seen.

After the sewing Is done the strips are
wound into pound balls, and the rule U
a pound to a yard of carpet, unless the
rags are of very light goods. Almost
any kind of gingham, calico, turkey red
and unbleached muslin, bits of wooien
gowns, scraps of cloth and linings may
all be utilized, and the preparation of
the balls is agood winter night's recre-
ation.

Make Your Sachet Powder.

ounces of cypress powder, four ounces
of powdered orris and one-eigh- th ounce
of coriander seed, one ounce each of
mace, violet, ebony and a quarter of an
ounce each of cassia, cloves, musk seed
and 8antal woods, all, of course, pow-
dered. Mix thoroughly and put into a
glass jar tightly sealed for two weeks to
blend the odors. Another delicious vio-

let is made of half a pound of orris root,
powdered; six ounces of rosewood, half
a pound of calamus aromaticus, a quar-
ter of a pound of yellow sanders, three
ounces of gum Benjamin, half an ounce
of cloves and the same of cinnamon. Mix
together, the ingredients, of course, be-

ing powdered. Chicago Daily News.

Rice Padding.
Boll half a pound of rice in milk un-

til it is quite tender, beat !t well with a
wooden spoon to mash the grains; add
three-quarter- s of a pound of sugar and
the same of melted butter; half a nut-

meg, six eggs, a l of wina, some grated
lemon peel; put a paste in the dish and
take it. For a change It may be boiled
and eaten with butter, sugar and wise.

To Clean Utctila.
Enameled pans can be cleaned well

by the use of crushed egg helle1, to-

gether with soap and water. Frying
pans are cleaned with water boiled with
soda, scrubbed and rinsed. Careful dry-
